FAIRBANKS -- The U.S. Air Force says time is running out on the High 
Frequency Active Auroral Research Program near Glennallen, the most 
powerful transmitter of its kind in the world. 


"If no transition organization is identified, the Air Force plans to 
decommission the research site and initiate divestiture in June," Air 
Force spokesman Ed Gulick said in an email. 


Gulick said the Air Force Research Laboratory would like to see HAARP 
survive, but only if someone else pays the bills, estimated at about 
$5 million a year. 


The White House Office of Science and Technology Policy organized a 
meeting Feb. 26 of federal agencies with an interest in ionospheric 
research, hoping to develop options to save HAARP. The 30-acre field 
of antennas, power plant and associated buildings is about 15 miles 
from Glennallen along the Tok Cutoff near Gakona. 


Mixed signals emerged from that February session. At first, it 
appeared that research agencies might have two or three years to 
develop a business plan. But then the Aix Force said it wanted to cut 
the power when a final research project wraps up next month. 


Important for studying ionosphere 


Robert McCoy, director of the University of Alaska Geophysical 
Institute, is trying to organize a campaign to keep HAARP running. He 
and other researchers in Alaska and elsewhere see the facility as one 
of the premier institutions in the world for studying the ionosphere, 
the atmospheric region that begins about 55 miles above Earth and ends 
about 370 miles up. 


"We are holding our breath to hear what the federal government wants 
to do with HAARP," he said in an email. 


McCoy said researchers are working under the assumption that there is 
a willingness to keep HAARP together long enough to create a business 
plan for the future. "We are reaching out to the U.S. scientific 
community to build partnerships and identify funding sources that we 
can pursue jointly," he said. In addition, proponents are working on 
ways to publicize the scientific work that can be performed at the 
site and mobilize researchers. 


"AS soon as we know there is a way forward and a mechanism, we will 
start contacting international experimenters and funding organizations 
to see how much international funding for HAARP could be found," McCoy 


said. "Since we donit own the facility or have any control over it, 
all we can do is plan and work to increase awareness." 


180 antennas spread across 30 acres 


The HAARP project flourished when Sen. Ted Stevens was in office, but 
it no longer enjoys the financial support he aimed at the project for 
more than 15 years. Built at a cost of more than $290 million, it uses 
electric power generated on the site to power 180 antennas spread 
across 30 acres that are used to heat electrons in the ionosphere and 
monitor changes. 


Construction on HAARP, funded by earmarks from Stevens, began two 
decades ago. It went to full power in 2007. The equipment does not 
heat the atmosphere and it is not a mind-control machine or a weather- 
control machine, though claims to the contrary have become part of the 
conspiracy culture over the last 20 years. 


The Air Force says the final research experiments are to take place 
this month and next, part of the Basic Research on Ionospheric 
Characteristics and Effects (BRIOCHE) campaign funded by the Defense 
Advanced Research Projects Agency. 


"During the BRIOCHE campaign the facility will be inventoried and 
evaluated to determine if equipment can be provided to other agencies 
and inputs to remediation costs. Providing excess instruments can save 
the government millions of dollars in procurements and support other 
scientific and engineering activities. Thus HAARP will remain active 
only through May 2014 unless a transition organization is found," 
Gulick said. 


The Defense Advanced Research Projects Agency describes the BRIOCHE 
program as one to explore "ionospheric phenomena and its impact on 
communications and space weather. This research focuses on the 
underlying physics of ionospheric storms ... and other ionospheric 
effects over a broad range of optical and radio frequencies." 


"People are interested in ionospheric modification because they are 
interested in radio wave propagation -- to facilitate or disrupt 
communications. And to study basic plasma physics," researcher Herbert 
Carlson of Utah State University told the publication Physics Today 
for its April edition. 


The publication quoted Brett Isham of Interamerican University in 
Puerto Rico as saying that HAARP is the most powerful facility of its 
type. He said HAARP has been able to create artificial plasma layers, 
which came as a surprise. "People had thought of this, but didnit 
expect that HAARPis energy density would be enough. It has potential 


for controlling the ionosphere for applications such as enhanced over- 
the-horizon radar and tailored radio communication links," Isham said. 


$6,000 an hour 


One option mentioned as a way to improve the capability of HAARP has 
been to move a National Science Foundation radar system from Poker 
Flat north of Fairbanks to the HAARP site for a year or so. Physics 
Today quoted a foundation executive as saying that a longer move is 
unlikely because other sites need the equipment as well. 


Robert Robinson said the foundation doesnit have the money to support 
HAARP operations, but "we are interested in it as a scientific 
research facility." 


McCoy, the Geophysical Institute director, told Physics Today that 
this is not an Air Force question, "itis a national question." He said 
Japan, Russia and Sweden may be willing to buy time at HAARP, paying 
$6,000 an hour to run ionospheric experiments.

A QSL with a call sign issued by the administration of Ukraine and 
showing the entity name as Ukraine counts as Ukraine. 


A QSL with a call sign issued by the administration of Russia and 
showing the entity name as Russia counts as Russia. 


A QSL that satisfies neither condition does not count for either 
entity.

The 
standard array has four big (lowband) towers and four small (highband) 
towers side by side, each tower having eight pairs of stacked folded 
tube dipoles, so that four towers together form an 8 by 8 array. 


In the Google imagery Quivic-n also has one triangular mast group 
(NVIS, apparently the non-directional antenna installed by a Chinese 
firm in the 1990s), and two square mast arrays. One mast in the taller 
square array has been removed with only the base left. These look 

like MW directional arrays, but WB says that they are quadrant 
antennas for SW. The R Moscow signal on 600 kHz was beamed from a 
different site with two rows of six towers (one starts at 22 59'59.5"N 
80 54'35.2"W). 


Among the RHC frequencies audible at my place there are usually two 
that have a marked delay in relation to the others. I suppose these 
are from Quivic-n. They include 6070, 9710, 9810, 12010, 17580 (March 
frequencies). So far I have not noted 5040 with this delay (Olle Alm, 
Sweden, April 10, 2014, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

5040, April 15 at 0104, RHC Spanish with big hum --- wiggle that 
patchcord! No such hum on // 6060, 6070, 9810-weak, 11670, 11760, 
11840. 


11840, speaking of which: April 15 at 0533, big open carrier/dead air, 
must be RadioCuba having failed to turn off this RHC transmitter, and 
xstillx on at 0613, 0710 as I am up late for the Lunar eclipse. 
Supposed to run 21-05 to Chile, after 1930-2100 to Europe (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1717, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


9550, April 16 at 0106 check, still no RHC here despite own schedule 
claming it’s now on from 21 to 05 UT. 


5040, April 16 at 0109, RHC Spanish marred by big hum, which is also 
audible on the much weaker leapfrog mixing product over 5025 Rebelde, 
landing on 5010. 5040 hum same as 24 hours earlier, so they still 
haven't wiggled that patchcord! RHC is its own worst enemy. Or blame 
it on transmitter agency RadioCuba. 


11670, April 16 at 0111, VG signal from RHC on now // 11760 and 11840.

MOSCOW A In an unusually sharp and public rebuke, the U.S. Embassy 
criticized Russia Thursday for cutting off Voice of America radio 
transmissions in Moscow, which it described as part of an effort to 
limit independent media here. 


The refusal to renew an AM broadcasting license for VOA comes as 
Russia has been assailed by officials in neighboring Ukraine for using 
state-controlled media to present what they say is inflammatory and 
distorted coverage of the new government there. 


Voice of America, financed by the U.S. Congress and overseen by an 
agency called the Broadcasting Board of Governors, was forced off the 
air at the end of March after Dmitry Kiselyov, the head of Rossiya 
Sevodnya (Russia Today) Information Agency, wrote a terse refusal to a 
request for a license renewal saying, "We are not going to cooperate." 


Kiselyov also has a Sunday evening television show recapping the 
weekis news that has presented Ukraine as overrun by Fascists bent on 
the destruction of Russian speakers in the eastern part of the 
country, where small but well-organized groups of pro-Russian 
protesters have taken over government buildings in three cities this 
week. He also has described Russia as the only country capable of 
reducing the United States to "radioactive ash." 


In March he was put on a sanctions list, barring him from travel in 
European Union countries, because of what the EU called his role in 
"the government propaganda supporting the deployment of Russian forces 
in Ukraine." 


VOA had been broadcasting news in Russian and English lessons on 810 
AM in Moscow. It plans to continue operating digitally and by 


satellite. In 2012, the other U.S.-financed station, Radio Liberty, 
lost its AM license. It also broadcasts by satellite and on the 
Internet now. 


"In the last year, the Russian Government has passed laws imposing 
unprecedented censorship and restrictions on media and online 
publications," the U.S. Embassy statement said, adding that the 
Kremlin had turned "the respected news wire service Ria Novosti into a 
propaganda service." 


Jef£ Shell, chairman of the Broadcasting Board of Governors, pointed 
out that Russia Today, a Russian government-financed television 
station under Kiselyovis agency, broadcasts without restriction in the 
United States. 


"Weire asking for an even playing field," he said. 


In recent days, Russian media has offered sympathetic reporting on the 
occupation of eastern Ukrainian government buildings by pro-Russians. 
When the Kiev government gave protesters 48 hours to leave the 
buildings, Russiais Channel one television news reported it as: "In 48 
hours, Kiev will order to shoot." 


Numerous clips of distraught protesters were shown. "We are Ukrainians 
speaking Russian and they want to kill us!" one protester told the 
Wednesday news program. 

"They are lying. These are all lies," an elderly woman said about the 
government in Kiev. "They are bandits and criminals, a junta at 
power!" Another protester cried, "They just want other people think 
that we are bloodthirsty." 


A dispatch from Kharkiv showed a tearful woman railing against the 
government. "Why are they doing it? Why 6 they were bombing in Kiev 
and now our children are their enemies." 


Both Channel One and Rossiya 1 television reported that U.S. Secretary 
of State John F. Kerry had denied reports that Greystone, a private 
U.S. security firm, was operating in Ukraine f a denial that Russian 
officials accepted. Still, Rossiya 1 reported Donetsk residents had 


found proof of Greystoneis presence, as had people in Kharkiv. 


Rossiya 1 also said the Kiev government had not been investigating 
reports about snipers because they were occupied trying to find "a way 
to avoid paying for Russian gas." 


Regarding VOA, a member of a Kremlin advisory group blamed the U.S. 
government for loss of the radio license. 


"Russian officials were not proactive in this situation," said Igor 
Borisov, a member of the Human Rights Council. "In this information 
war, which hasn't been unleashed by Russia, it's Moscow that's been 
behaving in a gentlemanly way, and all its actions have been in tune 
with modern forms of behavior in such situations." (via Greg Hardison,

*k RUSSIA. SHUKHOV TOWER: THE EIFFEL OF THE EAST 
Southgate April 9, 2014 


The proposed demolition of a rusting Soviet radio tower in Moscow has 
ignited a passionate, international conservation campaign. Why? 


The slender, steel frame of the Shabolovka Tower rises above the 
rooftops of Moscow. At 160m (525ft) high, it is a single exclamation 
mark in an otherwise dense urban landscape. Its filigree design gives 
it a delicate and ephemeral quality, but the radio tower has been a 
fixture of the skyline since 1922. 


Commissioned by Lenin in 1919, the tower is commonly referred to as 
the Shukhov Tower after its designer - leading engineer Vladimir 
Shukhov, whose pioneering architectural vision first brought news of 


the modern world to the Soviet people. 


"Communication and radio was the new thing, the latest technology at 
the time. Shukhov's tower was spreading the word of the new age," says 
Richard Pare, who first photographed the tower in 1993. 


"It is a transcendent structure. The sensation of standing underneath 
it is so uplifting, it makes you feel weightless. It soars upwards." 


Pare is the co-author of an open letter to President Vladimir Putin, 
signed by a number of renowned architects, urging that the tower be 
preserved. But in February, Russia's State Committee for Television 
and Radio Broadcasting declared the structure unsound and proposed to 
dismantle it. Campaigners now await an official decision. 


"In terms of its engineering, its symbolic significance, the urban 
landscape - it would be such a catastrophic loss," Pare says.

This is the place to discuss all the mystical and paranormal. It comes 
out most of the information about UVB-76 in external internety. V 2010 
volume increased online discussions broadcast repeatedly. This was due 
to the fact that UVB-76 began to give messages almost every month. 


Piece of Swan Lake, the leading female voice countdown from 1 to 9, 
the question mark in Morse code and strange phone calls - all this can 
be heard at a frequency of 4625 kHz.

All this activity took place just before the most significant event in 
the history of observations UVB-76 with 70s, when it was first 
discovered. In October 2010, the station changed its location. It 
seems that the increased activity and drive were connected. At the new 
location, Broadcast callsign changed to - MDZHB. 


Previous attempts to find the location of the transmitter led to the 
Russian military base near the village Povarovo in 19ti km from 
Moscow. After the signal has changed location, several groups of 
researchers and people interested in UVB-76 tried to get into the 
bunker from which the signal was broadcast 30 years. When they arrived 
in the village, one of the local told a story about a storm in 2010. 
One night, a very dense fog covered the village and all the staff was 
evacuated military base within 90 minutes. 


Once investigators got to the base area, they found that it was 
completely abandoned. Everywhere were scattered personal belongings 
and equipment, and the bunker was filled with water. One group of 
researchers described the bunker as "quiet and dark place, like a maze 
with lots of corridors and rooms."

Listeners to Radio 4is long wave transmission might well have noticed 
that itis currently out of service every day between 10am and 5.30pm, 
but what they might not know, is that the national signal shutdown, is 
due to work being done on the Droitwich transmitters. 


Droitwich is host to the long wave antenna and two 700ft masts, which 
transmit the long wave radio signal over the majority of the UK. 


Engineering work is currently taking place to refurbish the long wave 
antenna and the masts, to inspect and then paint them, and to grease 
the stays that support them, which means the signal is being shut-down 
daily until summer 2014. 


In addition to the work, which needs to take place every 10 years or 
so, engineers are also taking the opportunity to undertake some 
upgrades to the transmitter itself. 


The work affects Radio 4 LW and reduces the power of Radio 4 MW for 
listeners, and in the meantime, the programming will be available 
through the iPlayer and freesat television.

I need to thank Professor Alwyn Seeds for digging out the 1979 BBC 
research report on the synchronization of the three transmitters on 
198 kHz. He gives the following which I am grateful to him for. 


"I tracked down the BBC Research Report about synchronising Westerglen 
and Burghead to Droitwich - BBC RD 1979/27. Very interesting reading, 
a nice piece of engineering. 


The technique then was to have rubidium standards at the three 
stations and offset the ones at Westerglen and Burghead to follow 
Droitwich, using comparison receivers at Pontop Pike (for Westerglen) 
and Aberdeen (for Burghead). These receivers sent adjustment signals 
by line to their controlled transmitters. NPL used to monitor 
Droitwich and publish the measured frequency offsets from the NPL 
caesium standards. I am not sure whether the system described in the 
Research Report is still in use - an NPL contact recently told me that 
Droitwich now uses a GPS locked rubidium standard. Whether the 
standards at Westerglen and Burghead have also been changed or are 
still locked to Droitwich by off-air reception I do not know. 


We have done a quick check on the Droitwich locked standard mentioned 
below and it is within 1 part in 109 of GPS (1 second averaging, 
measurement limit) when Droitwich is on. When Droitwich is off the 
standard remains locked, presumably to Westerglen, and stability is 
similar, with occasional wanders to 2 parts in 108 (that's about 4 
thousandths of a Hertz error) perhaps due to the weaker signal- though 
signal strength meter is still at 50% of FSD. No low signal or unlock 
alarms. Regards, Alwyn" 


The mention of "we" refers to his pupils at the Engineering Department 
of University College London.

The broadcast information includes time announcements, 
standard time intervals, standard frequencies, UT1 time corrections, a 
BCD time code, geophysical alerts and marine storm warnings. 


Broadcast Frequencies: 


WWV operates in the high frequency (HF) portion of the radio spectrum. 
The station radiates 10,000 W on 5, 10, and 15 MHz; and 2500 W on 2.5 
and 20 MHz. Each frequency is broadcast from a separate transmitter. 
Although each frequency carries the same information, multiple 
frequencies are used because the quality of HF reception depends on 
many factors such as location, time of year, time of day, the 
frequency being used, and atmospheric and ionospheric propagation 
conditions. The variety of frequencies makes it likely that at least 
one frequency will be usable at all times. 


Antennas: 


The WWV antennas are half-wave vertical antennas that radiate 
omnidirectional patterns. There are actually five antennas at the 
station site, one for each frequency. Each antenna is connected to a 
single transmitter using a rigid coaxial line, and the site is 
designed so that no two coaxial lines cross. Each antenna is mounted 
on a tower that is approximately one half-wavelength tall. The tallest 
tower, for 2.5 MHz, is about 60 m tall. The shortest tower, for 20 
MHz, is about 7.5 m tall. The top half of each antenna is a quarter- 
wavelength radiating element. The bottom half of each antenna consists 
of nine quarter-wavelength wires that connect to the center of the 
tower and slope downwards to the ground at a 45 degree angle. This 
sloping skirt functions as the lower half of the radiating system and 
also guys the antenna.

xx US A. FCC AND FEDERAL MARSHALS SEIZED PIRATE RADIO STATIONS IN NEW 
YORK CITY --- Radio Survivor April 15, 2014 By Paul Riismandel 


On Monday the FCC announced the unsealing of two complaints against 
unlicensed broadcasters operating in the New York City borough of The 
Bronx. The Commission and US Attorneyis Office also said that "on 
April 2, 2014, FCC agents and Deputy U.S. Marshals, pursuant to 
warrants, seized the radio transmission and production equipment 
identified in the two complaints." 


The station, identified as "Rika FM," was allegedly operating out of a 
commercial space in The Bronx on 94.5 and 94.9 FM. Another location in 
Manhattan was apparently broadcasting on 95.3 and 100.1 FM. 


Itis a rare occurrence that the US Attorney is willing to get involved 
with an unlicensed station. Using Federal Marshals is usually reserved 
for very high profile cases and/or those with prolonged activity 
despite multiple notices or fines from the FCC. 


There are few hints in the press release as to why this case required 
this escalation. All we have is a quote from FCC Acting Enforcement 
Bureau Chief Travis LeBlanc, who said, "As alleged, these pirate radio 
stations were for-profit businesses that broke the law to line their 
own pockets while disrupting legitimate broadcasters. They should be 
out of business and off the air." 


A quick internet search for "Rika FM" turned up a Spanish language 
site for what looks pretty much like a typical commercial station. 
There is a live internet player, but nothing was playing on Monday 
night. The most recent "news" posts seem to be from January. 


No radio frequencies are listed in text, though there is a banner ad 
for an event that was broadcast live last December on 94.5 FMnone of 
the frequencies named by the FCChalong with two others not included. 


Rika FM also proclaims in a banner at the top of the page, in 
English, "FCC part 15 radio station." If true, that means the station 
or stations are operating at a low enough power that no license is 
necessary. If this is the same Rika FM that just got busted, it would 
appear that the Commission does not agree with this designation. 


I found a number of YouTube videos that seem like they were recorded 
in the the Rika FM 94.5 studios. Several were posted as recently as 
last year. The studios seen in these videos certainly look like 
professional operations. If they indeed were operating as commercial 
stations above part 15 limits and also causing interference, as 
alleged, then itis clearer why the Commission was able to get the 
States Attorneyis cooperation to shut them down. 


I have found no previous notices or citations for the station in the 
FCCis enforcement actions for the last few years. However I did find 
one report on a Spanish language news site called Diario Horizonte 
dated April 14. That report says the station was operated by 
Dominicans and was first contacted by the FCC in December, 2011, with 
follow-ups in March, 2012 and February, 2013.

Preet Bharara, the United States Attorney for the Southern District of 
New York, and Travis LeBlanc, Acting Enforcement Bureau Chief of the 
Federal Communications Commission ("FCC"), announced the unsealing of 
two complaints seeking the forfeiture of radio transmission and 
production equipment allegedly used in the illegal broadcast of pirate 
radio stations on a total of four different FM frequencies, and 
further announced that on April 2, 2014, FCC agents and Deputy U.S. 
Marshals, pursuant to warrants, seized he radio transmission and 
production equipment identified in the two complaints. 


The Communications Act of 1934 makes it unlawful to operate radio 
broadcasting equipment above certain low-intensity thresholds without 
having a license issued by the FCC, and authorizes the seizure and 
forfeiture of any equipment used with willful and knowing intent 

to broadcast without an FCC license. FCC Acting Enforcement Bureau 


Chief Travis LeBlanc said: "As alleged, these pirate radio stations 
were for-profit businesses that broke the law to line their own 
pockets while disrupting legitimate broadcasters. They should be 
out of business and off the air." 


According to the two Complaints unsealed in Manhattan federal court, 
and various unsealed documents associated with the two warrants 
executed on April 2: FCC agents identified a commercial space at 80 

- 84 West 181st Street in the Bronx as the production studio for "Rika 
FM, " which illegally broadcasts its programming on 94.5 and 94.9 

MHZ. FCC agents also identified a residence at 1370 St. Nicholas 
Avenue in Manhattan as the location of the radio transmission 
equipment by means of which "Rika FM" was illegally broadcast. 


FCC agents also identified radio transmission equipment at a second 
residence at 1370 St. Nicholas Avenue in Manhattan that was being used 
to illegally broadcast on 95.3 MHZ and 100.1 MHZ. 


Mr. Bharara praised the investigative work of the Federal 
Communications Commission and also thanked the United States Marshals 
Service for its assistance. Assistant United States Attorney

THE VOICE OF THE VANQUISHED 

For 40 years, clandestine radio station La Pirenaica provided a forum 


for anti-Francoist dissidents. A new book analyzes more than 15,000 
letters that were sent to the broadcaster. In them, listeners put the 


genocide of the dictatorship on the record for the first time 
NATALIA JUNQUERA Madrid 12 ABR 2014 - 14:04 CET 


For the 40 years of its existence, prisoners on death row, orphans, 
widows, exiles, the starving and the desperate all wrote thousands of 
letters to La Pirenaica, the radio station that provided the sole 
voice for those on the losing side of the Civil War. Many of the 
messages were lost, intercepted or for some other reason never reached 
the clandestine station, which was founded in Moscow in 1941. 


But more than 15,500, from around 33 countries, ended up at the 
Spanish Communist Partyis Historical Archive (AHPCE). Many passed by 
them without realizing their value. "Nobody pays it much attention, 
but you might be interested in seeing this," the archivist told writer 
Rosario Fontova, who had come to the AHPCE in search of something else 
entirely: letters written by inmates of Barcelonais Modelo jail for a 
book about the prison. 

"I realized straight away that they were valuable," she recalls. 
"Writing to La Pirenaica was for many years the only form of anti- 
Francoist militancy available to two generations of Spaniards, for 
whom everything was closed off fi access to education, work0O fi simply 
because they were reds." Fontova called Armand Balsebre, professor of 
communication at Barcelona AutUnoma University, and together, working 
every day over five months, they took 38,000 photographs of the 
letters. 


They have now brought together their findings in a book, Las cartas de 
la Pirenaica. Memoria del antifranquismo (or, La Pirenaica letters: 
memories of anti-Francoism), a project made possible with some of the 
last funds awarded through Spainis historical memory law, which the 
Rajoy government has all but revoked, having withdrawn the funding 
that made it possible. 


"In these pages to La Pirenaica, the victims spoke about what, out of 
fear, they didnit tell their own children," Balsabre explains. The 
15,500 letters put the Francoist genocide, among other subjects, on 
the record for the first time. Below is a selection of those letters, 
in which the vanquished share their pain, fear, frustration and desire 
for freedom. 


"The world would shudder." On January 24, 1964, a "Catholic worker 
from Zum-rraga" in Gipuzkoa sent a particularly striking letter fA both 
because of what it said and of what it predicted. 


It is an open letter addressed to the abbot at the Valley of the 
Fallen, Justo PErez de Urbel, former religious advisor to the womanis 


section of the Falange, in which he anticipates the movement by the 
grandchildren of those who had been shot to recover the remains of 
their relatives that emerged in 2000, 36 years after he wrote his 
lines. "I have seen how they killed men and women who did not 
correspond to the model that you formed on roads, mountains and 

in doorways," he writes. "I have family members buried on the slopes 
of a mountain. They shot them and left them in the sun [0]. I kiss 
that ground that covers the remains of my father and 11 more men and I 
pray for all those who, as they did, refused them even a place ina 
cemetery. If the day comes when statistics are drawn up of these 
crimes and how they were committed, the world would shudder. It will 
traverse every province and ask widows where their husbands are 
buried; and orphans where their fathers are buried, and fathers, their 
sons." 


"They continued shooting in cold blood for two years." Many La 
Pirenaica listenersi letters pointed out the locations of the graves 
into which their family members had been thrown. In 1963, one man, who 
signed his letter "Malague0o 41," wrote from France: "They made 70 men 
kneel down, unjustly shot them against the walls of the San Rafael 
cemetery [0] and continued shooting in cold blood and without trial 
for two years, among them minors. Their one crime was being loyal to 
the Republic." The remains of almost 3,000 people have been found in 
the San Rafael cemetery in M-laga, the largest collection of mass 
graves in Spain. 

"I never seen anything but fear in my home." "For almost as long as I 
can remember, I have never seen in my home anything but fear that the 
Civil Guard might come at any moment," wrote one Asturian refugee 
living in Germany. His father was let out of prison at the age of 65, 
but left deaf as a result of the beatings he suffered. "He didnit know 
us, neither did we know him. 


I donit want my children to grow up with the terror that my mother 
felt." "I am writing with gloves on." Many listeners wrote about the 
fear they felt at putting pen to paper. "I ask you to forgive my 
handwriting, done with the aim of avoiding possible identification 
through my identity card [which carries a fingerprint]. Even though 
they would have to compare it with every identity card in Spain, I 
believe them capable of everything. And I am writing with gloves on," 
explained X-J-1 from Barcelona. Some letters were written in five 
different types of handwriting and others in invisible ink. 

"Forgive my grammar." "When I was 11, I stopped going to school," 
wrote N. R. P. in 1963 in a letter riddled with errors. "Forgive my 
grammar," the writer adds in a postscript. Many of the letters to La 
Pirenaica were full of mistakes, showing that many of its listeners 
had hardly been able to attend school as a result of the Civil War. 


The broadcaster also carried out educational work and popularized, 
among others, the then-banned poetry of Miguel Hern-ndez and Federico 
Garcla Lorca (via Marty Delfin, Madrid, April 13, DXLD)

More than eighty years ago, the BBC began transmitting its first 
international radio broadcasts - on what was then known as the Empire 
Service. These days of course, we call it the World Service, and 
you're listening to it now. 


What made the first international broadcasts possible was shortwave - 
a set of radio frequencies which allowed signals to travel very long 
distances - even if the end results could sound a little bit, well, 
odd. 


These days, though far fewer broadcasters focus on shortwave. Here at 
the BBC, even, our transmissions have been heavily cut back. Instead, 
we use the internet, as well as relying on local FM broadcasters. 


But could shortwave - or a version of it - be about to make a 
comeback? Here's Mark Whittaker with news of what could be a radio 
revolution. 


And you may like to know that the BBC is already broadcasting in 
digital short wave for 5 hours a day to India and India's domestic 
radio station is currently building one digital medium wave 
transmitter every two weeks. A new wave of cheaper DRM receivers are 
expected to be on the market in the coming months.

You'll note the BBC World Service fails to mention that DRM has been 
in use now for over a decade. Whittaker ends the report by saying that 
low cost portable DRM receivers will be on the market in a few months. 
Even if they DRM radios start appearing, whether or not they'll be 
effective and inexpensive remains to be seen. So far, portable DRM 
radios have been mediocre performers (at best) and relatively 
expensive. 


Don't get me wrong: I would love to see DRM take hold, I just have my 
doubts. DRM might stand a chance if a manufacturer like Tecsun were to 
build an inexpensive portable radio, with a form factor much like that 
of their other portables. If they made a DRM version of the PL-380, 
for example, it could be a winner. 


By the way, if you've never heard what DRM sounds like over shortwave, 
I just posted a fifty eight minute recording of All India Radio on the 
Shortwave Radio Audio Archive. Contributor, Mark Fahey, recorded the 
broadcast from his home in Australia.

WHEELER'S FCC CHANNEL SHARING 


I know that some stations have been broadcasting two HD programs, but 
how does that impact channel sharing. If two stations share a 
frequency, can they actually then run four HD programs? That doesn't 
seem likely to me. Locally KPXE-51 airs ION on virtual 50.1 in 720p 
and five other programs on 50.2 to 50.6--the same as other ION 
stations. Channel 51.1 looks OK but the others are somewhat fuzzy. 
Channel 51.2 which is Qubo for children looked pretty good before two 
more programs were added. Now it also looks bad. I'm no broadcast 
engineer, but I just don't see how two stations could share a channel 
and still provide the same level of service (picture quality and 
program quantity) that they do now unless two stations broadcasting 
only one program stream now combined (Dave Pomeroy, Topeka, Kansas Feb 
12, WTFDA via DXLD) 


These stations may make a lot more money leasing their sub channels to 


another station instead of offering free programs. Sent from my iPhone 
(Mike G., ibid.) 


I notice the same thing on the channels here. The more sub-channels 
there are, the worse the quality is. Our CBS and CW stations (both CBS 
owned) have no sub-channels and you can see the difference in their 
quality vs the other stations with two, three or more sub-channels. 
Their picture is much sharper. They're using the entire 19 Mhz for 
just the one channel instead of splitting it up over several. 


Our ABC station, ABC-Disney owned, has two HD channels plus an SD 
channel. The two HD channels share 17 MHz on a varying basis. 7.1 has 
priority, but if it's not using the bandwidth 7.2 will use it. As a 
result, watching 7.2 you can see the quality varying from good to so- 
so depending on how much bandwidth it has. 


We have one station here that has 12 SD video channels plus 8 audio 
channels using their 19 Mhz bandwidth. They must set the quality for 
each channel as some look okay and others look like old analog quality 
(Larry Kenney, San Francisco, ibid.) 


Channel sharing is partially an FCC pipe dream, partially a ploy to 
move OTA TV to more modern technology. 


The fixed factor here is the 6 MHz of RF. Within that 6 MHz, the 
current ATSC technology allows for 19.39 megabits/second of data. How 
that 19.39 Mbps is divided is up to the station, and up to the level 
of encoding technology they want to employ. Early encoders weren't 
especially good at the job, but more modern encoding technology has 
improved the quality of multicasting to the point where it's possible 
to do multiple 720p HD streams on one signal. If it takes 11 Mbps or 
so for a decent 720p signal, how is that possible? 


Through the use of dynamic encoders that don't always give the same 
amount of data throughput to the same streams: if 12.1 is showing a 
relatively static image (say, a talking-head newscast) and 12.2 is 
showing a sports event, 12.2 will get more bandwidth and 12.1 will get 
less. But instead of doing this by the show, the best new encoders can 
do this by the second, or even less. 


Moving to a more efficient encoding algorithm - say, MPEG4 or H.264 - 
would allow for even more streams to fit in that 19.39 Mbps, at the 
expense of reverse-compatibility with existing receivers. That may or 
may not be a pipe dream. 


But here's the key: the whole "two stations sharing a channel" is a 
purely regulatory matter, not a technical matter. 


Consider Elmira, New York, for instance: WENY-TV (RF 36) runs three 
streams of programming right now on its 19.39 Mbps of throughput. 
There's ABC on 36.1, CBS on 36.2 (downconverted from 1080i to either 
720p or 480p, not sure which) and CW on 36.3 in SD. 


A few miles away, WETM (RF 18) runs two streams - NBC on 18.1 in 1080i 
and independent "WETM2" in SD on 18.2. 


Now imagine that the third station in town, WYDC (RF 50/virtual 48), 
decides to give up its RF channel to auction and enters into a sharing 
agreement with WETM. Now WETM has NBC on 18.1, WETM2 on 18.2 and 
WYDC's Fox programming on 48.1. 


From a technical standpoint, again, there is NO difference between the 
three streams of video coming out of WENY-TV's transmitter on 36 and 
the three streams of video that would be coming out of WETM's 
transmitter on 18. It's only from a regulatory point of view that 
they're any different - WYDC would continue to be responsible for all 
of the programming requirements that attach to its portion of the 
stream, including children's programming and EAS. 


But as DXers, channel sharing per se shouldn't really have any effect 
on us. So what if KLCS, for instance, is now broadcasting some streams 
that are "58.x" and operated by KLCS and others that are "57.x" and 
operated by KIJLA? As it stands, we can already receive transmitters 
that are broadcasting multiple streams with different major channel 
numbers (e.g. "9.2" alongside "5.1" on WNYW RF 44 and "5.2" alongside 
"9.14" and "9.3" on WWOR RF 38 in New York). The only difference 
between those situations and, say, KIJLA/KLCS is that WNYW and WWOR 
have common ownership. 


(What channel sharing WOULD do to make our lives more complicated, in 
the event that the FCC's complicated reverse-auction system ever 
actually achieves what it's designed to do, is to further congest an 
even more limited UHF spectrum - more locals and fewer open DX 
channels. But that's the FCC's goal right now regardless of whether 
channel sharing works.) That make any sense? s (Scott Fybush, ibid.)

One of the apparent long-lasting effects of that experiment has been

RADIO WORLD: WHATEVER HAPPENED TO THE CFA? 


The April 9th print edition of Radio World contains a commentary piece 
by Robert E. Richer about the Crossed Field Antenna (CFA) and how it 
fits into the FCC's vision for revitalizing the AM Band. 


He mentions that his company lacks only one more investor willing to 
help complete work on the New Jersey test site CFA so that results can 
be submitted to the FCC and the broadcast community. He talks about 
the reluctance of some engineers to accept the radical design ideas of 
the antenna. 


I'm certainly not an expert, but I've heard many who are level a lot 
of criticism towards the antenna design. The only example that seems 
to have performed as claimed is the original installation in Egypt 
(where the antenna was placed on top of an elevated, copper clad 
building).

It 
would be a great catch (if possible, the antenna claims to reduce 
skywave emissions) and an interesting bit of broadcast history. 


I do wonder why an amateur radio operator with a bit of land hasn't 
built the design and tested in on either LF or 160 Meters. It would 
seem to be a fascinating project and make for a nice QEX article.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 07 - 13 April 2014 


Solar activity was low. The largest flare of the week was a C9, with 
no optical counterpart, produced by Region 2035 (S18, L=222, 
class/area=Eai/210 on 13 Apr) on 11 Apr at 1124 UTC. The same region 
produced a C5 flare at 11/1501 UTC. A small CME, most likely 
associated with the C9 event, was visible in LASCO C2 coronagraph 
imagery at 11/1212 UTC but was directed well south and east of the 
ecliptic plane. A much larger CME associated with the C5 flare was 
observed in LASCO C2 imagery at 11/1448 UTC. The CME was also on the 
east limb and the majority of the ejecta was directed away from 
Earth. Region 2035 began as a plage area on 09 Apr and by the 11th 
had grown to a Dao Beta-type group with 2 spots. It developed a 
beta-gamma magnetic configuration on the 12th. 


In addition to CMEs associated with the week's largest flares, 

others accompanied filament eruptions. A 9 degree filament eruption 
was observed near S23E25 at 10/0004 UTC. An associated CME occurred 
off the southeast limb with an estimated speed of 298 km/s. Around 
the same time, Region 2031 (N03, L=30, class/area=Dao/50 on 08 

April) produced a C1/Sf flare at 10/0013 UTC and a slow, westward- 
directed coronal mass ejection (CME) with coronal dimming visible in 
SDO/AIA imagery. Analysis suggested a speed near 330 km/s. A Type II 
radio sweep (1109 km/s) was also observed between 10/0010-0022 UTC . A 
14 degree filament centered near S35W48 disappeared at 10/0622 UTC 
with no apparent CME in LASCO imagery. Neither these CMEs, nor others 
occurring throughout the week, were judged to be particularly 
geoeffective. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit, however, the 
week began with slightly elevated flux levels (&1t;1 pfu) in the 
wake of an M6 flare the previous week. By 09 April, flux had 
returned to background levels. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was 
normal to moderate throughout the week. 


Geomagnetic field activity began the week at unsettled to active 
levels on 07 April attributed to the muted effects of transient 


features. Activity remained at quiet levels from 08 April through 
late on 11 April. Late on the 10th, around 1928 UTC, there was a 
modest increase in solar wind speed from 350-400 km/s. The brief 
episode of increased winds was followed by a jump in density and 
accompanied by fluctuations in Phi angle. Over the next 36 hours, 
Phi exhibited a smooth rotation from a positive to a negative 
orientation. Bz began to plunge southward around 11/0940 UTC, 
reaching a minimum of about -10 nT by 12/0800 UTC. Bt reached a 
maximum near 12 nT by 12/1406 UTC. Throughout the 11th and 12th, 
solar wind speed continued to decline, reaching a minimum of 316 
km/s at 12/1331 UTC. The planetary geomagnetic field responded to 
the nearly 24 hours of southward Bz with minor storm conditions 
(Kp=5) from 00-09 UTC on 12 April and a major storm period observed 
at College (Fairbanks), AK. The remainder of the 12th saw quiet to 
unsettled conditions. Late on the 12th, temperature and wind speed 
began to rise signaling the end of the transient feature and the 
beginning of the influence of a weak negative polarity cornal hole 
high speed stream. Active conditions returned for the first two 
synoptic periods of the 13th followed by quiet to unsettled levels of 
activity. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 14 APRIL - 10 MAY 2014 


Solar activity is expected to be low with a chance for moderate 
events throughout the forecast period. There is a chance for high 
levels of activity on 25 April through 08 May with the return of Old 
Region 2027. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to unsettled 
levels, in the absence of any transient features, throughout the 
forecast period.
